The patient was a husky 
young guy with long black hair. 

_ He had blood on his face. He 

kept sliding out of the wooden 
wheelchair, and the two order- 
lies were having no luck getting 
him back in. He was nearly un- 
conscious. The nurse at the ad- 
mitting desk was trying to find 
out who he was and what was 
wrong with him. He moaned 
when he was jostled by the or- 
derlies, but didn’t say a word. 

They finally gave up on the 
wheelchair and got him on a 
stretcher. The nurse turned to 
the young woman who had come 
in with him. “Do you know who 
he is?” 

“‘No idea. I just found him on 
the street and he looked in bad 





shape.” 

Someone said the woman does 
that all the time. “She just goes 
around at night finding guys 
passed out and brings them to 
us. 

They rolled him into an exam- 
ining room down the hall. 

The action on Boston City 
Hospital’s emergency floor had 
started earlier than usual that 
Friday. At 4:25 the call had come 
in from police headquarters that 
a surgeon was needed at the Ar- 
borway MBTA station. Fire de- 
partment rescue workers on the 
scene had decided Dennis Mac- 
Guire needed more medical at- 
tention that they could handle. 
His leg was trapped under the 
wheel of a train he had been 
working on. 
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When the red hot-line phone 
rang at the nurse’s station, Dr. 
Charles Braslow got into a wait- 
ing ambulance. By 4:30, Mac- 
Guire was getting intravenous 
medication to prevent shock, 
and the rescue people had freed 
his leg and applied a splint and a 
tourniquet. They took him to Pe- 
ter Bent Brigham Hospital near- 
by. 

Two hours later, John Levine, 
a rescue worker who had been in 
the police radio room that after- 
noon when the call for help came 
in, was in the emergency room. 
He asked the surgeon what had 
happened: ‘Hey, Charlie, is that 
guy gonna lose his leg?” “No,” 
said Braslow, “‘it was pretty bad- 
ly crushed and the bones were 
broken, but I think he’ll keep it.”

vellow shirt. Albert picked up a 
mop and started cleaning the 
waiting room. ““That’s his way of 
thanking us,” said the nurse. 
“He knows if he stays around 
long enough, we’ll get him into 
Pine Street tonight.” 

There were 27 people in the 
waiting room by eight o’clock. 
Two were asleep, one had Band- 
aids on his face, some just sat, 
and one guy was moaning ener- 
getically. “‘Hey, whaddya howl- 
ing about?’’ shouted the admit- 
ting clerk from behind his glass 
partition. “‘You’re gonna dis- 
turb the sick.”” The howler was 
one of the regulars, explained the 
clerk. ‘These people don’t come 
here for medical attention, they 
just want to sit.”’ 


Marian, an elderly woman, is 
one of the regulars. By day she 
lives in South Station, and by 
night in the BCH waiting room. 
Nurse Gonzales explained that 
Marian has a room across the 
street from the hospital but is af- 
raid to stay there. She’s been a 
night resident in the waiting 
room for three years. 

“Every night she packs up all 
her valuables in that shopping 
cart and comes over. She naps on 
the benches, and we bring her 
food and coffee,”’ said Gonzales. 
“A few months ago, she wasn’t 
looking at all well and we had a 
real hard time getting her to be 
checked over. It turned out she 
had pneumonia, but she 
wouldn't be admitted. She’s like 
that. Social service has tried to 
get her into nursing homes but 
she won’t go, and she’s not loony 


enough to be committed. So we. 


gave her the medication every 
night while she sat there.” 


Marian is known as the shawl 
lady. She is swathed, head to 
toe, in layers of knitted and cro- 
cheted material. She said she 
makes some of them, and finds 
others. She also said her mail- 
man told her BCH was. a nice, 
safe spot to spend the nights — 
and if anyone bothered her to let 
him know. P 


The other regulars have stay- 
ed away from Marian ever since 
the time two drunks were fight- 
ing in the hallway and she got up 
and decked one. 


The night visitors are as much 
a part of the routine on the emer- 
gency floor as the stabbing cases 
and the trips to the all-night, do- 
nut-coffee-sandwich truck park- 
ed outside. The staff puts up 
with the regulars unless they get 
too noisy. Why throw them out? 
They come back anyway. But 
Walter is a different case. When 
he gets bored, he comes over to 
the nurse’s station and feigns a 
heart attack. He’s had some doc- 
tors so convinced they had tubes 
and needles in him before an- 
other staffer came in and told 
Walter to cut the crap.

This night things were pretty’ 
tame. In an anteroom next to the 
nurse’s station, several of the 
staff were having coffee while the 
head nurse was phoning up- 
stairs to locate vitamin B-12 for 
a patient with pernicious ane- 
mia. Benny Tiso, the floor’s sen- 
ior emergency medical techni- 
cian — he’s been there for 28 
years — was saying he’d been 
around since BCH was tops and 
had watched its decline. Benny 
keeps a plaque in his locker from 
the hospital’s board of trustees. 
They gave it to him in 1969 for 
being “one of the top ten per- 
sons in the news”’ that year. Ben- 
ny’s fame is in his hiccup cure. 
“I’ve cured 172 people out of 172 
in the last five years.

twenty seconds to do it after I 
figure out what’s causing the hic- 
cups. It can be anything from 
food to abdominal surgery or 
gastritis.” 

What is the cure? He won’t 
tell. “People might start doing it 
on themselves, and it could be 
dangerous. They can come to me 
if they can’t get rid of the hic- 
cups some other way.” 

Someone else was talking 
about the “regular” clientele in 
the.waiting room. ‘Nobody that 
comes here is regular,’’ said an 
orderly. Someone corrected him, 
pointing out the regular crowd of 
weirdos, “Oh, I thought you were 
talking about normalcy,” the or- 
derly replied. 

“This is where the buck 
stops,”’ said the floor’s executive 
officer, John Rossetti, later. ‘We 
get the people no other facility 
will take. The ones with no per- 
sonal doctor, no family, no mon- 
ev. Most of the patients on the 
non-acute side could be seen in 
an out-patient clinic, but they’re 
lonely and afraid at night, so 
they come here. We never refuse 
anyone. Our staff puts up with a 
lot of grief, and it’s a challenge 
that either turns you off, and you 
leave, or makes you a special 
kind of person, and you stay.”

Nurse Maureen Gonzales had 
just sat down to have a cigarette 
when two cops came in with a 
staggering, shabby fellow. “‘We 
found him in the hallway of an 
apartment house in Roslin- 
dale,”’ said one. 

The fellow mumbled his name 
and said he was from New 
Hampshire. Staff social worker 
Jim Perkins got on the phone to 
nursing homes and institutions 
trving to trace the man. 

Three preliminary exam 
rooms were full. In one, a drunk 
was playing with the blood pres- 
sure machine. ‘“‘C’mere and look 
at this, ’’ said the orderly. “Hey, 
buddy, what’s the reading?” 
“Uh... 20 over 22.” “Oops, bet- 
ter let me do it.” Next door, a 
woman in her twenties was wait- 
ing to be checked, crying softly 
and holding her arm at a strange 
angle. 
~ Leighton Ku, an EMT, was in 
the third cubicle. The woman in 
front of him stank of whiskey 
and said she couldn’t hold the 
thermometer in her mouth be- 
cause she had been hit on the 
jaw. She told Ku she had brok- 
en her jaw six months before but 
couldn’t remember which side. It 
took about ten minutes of pa- 
tient probing, but they finally 
settled on the left side. Ku sent 
her to the exam room and 
brought her chart to the desk. It 
was then that the red phone rang 
and the call came over the mi- 
crophone: arrest team to ambu- 
lance hay. 

An orderly who had been 
standing around waiting for 
something to do sprang out the 
door and helped wheel in the 
stretcher. The unconscious man 
on it looked as if his throat had 
been slit. Blood flowed onto the 
floor and splashed on white 
coats 

“‘What’ve we got here?’’ ask- 
ed the nurse. “‘He passed out in a 
restaurant,”’ answered one of the 
ambulance drivers, ‘and there 
was a doctor there who did a 
tracheotomy. Looks like he had a 
heart attack.” 

The man was in the trauma 
foom, on the table and stripped 
naked, except for one blue sock, 
within a minute. Doctors, nurses 
and aides swirled around him, 
all very businesslike, fast and 
calm. 

‘The two trauma rooms are al- 
ways ready: ventricular defibril- 
lators humming, strips of tape 
hanging within easy reach. And 
the cardiac arrest team prac- 
tices every day. 

There was little conversation: 





no frenzied cries for scalpel, su- 

tures, but precision effort by 

eight people-to get» the proper 

tubes, needles and machines 

hooked up in time to save a life 
if it could Be Saved at all. 

One aide’sttiod'dn a small stool 
and leaned over the patient, 
rhythmically massaging the 
heart. Another greased the chest 
and attached the defibrillator 
plates. 

“Ready for defib,’’ said the 
doctor. “Stand back, back now 

. ready, go.”’ The man on the 
table jerked. They used the de- 
fibrillator only once; there were 
no signs of revitalization. 

Outside the trauma room, 
while the team continued pump- 
ing and pushing, an intern said 
the guy was a no-go. “He was 
dead when he came in here, but 
they'll keep working on him at 
least half an hour. If there are 
still no vital signs, they’ll stop.” 

At that point, a hospital ad- 
ministrator walked by and ges- 
tured toward the trauma room: 
“Is he meat vet?” “I don’t know, 
| haven't seen the gentleman,” 
said John Rossetti icily. 

* * * 

The 12 beds in the acute side 
of the ward had had only a few 
occupants that night. Eighty- 
four patients had come in be- 
tween fcur and midnight — a low 
case load. Emergency handles an 
average of 250 people a day, and 
has 20 beds. But under pres- 
sure, such as the day of the Ken- 
more Square MBTA tunnel fire 
last year, it has cared for more 
than 80 patients almost simul- 
taneously. 

“There are times when we get 
triple shooting victims all at 
once, and have 10 persons on the 
danger list, too,’ said nurse 
Joanne McGarry. “It gets kinda 
boring when it’s so slow. We 
come in here all keyed up — you 
start priming yourself when 
you're at home getting dressed. 
And it all comes together when 
we have a trauma victim.” 

* * * 


A tall, bald man, supported by 


two orderlies, came in through 
the ambulance entrance, and 
was put in a wheelchair. The 
duty nurse bent over him. “Sir, 
can you hear me? Did you have a 
seizure?” ‘We found him out- 
side,’ said an orderly. ‘“‘He said 
he was beat up; kicked in the 
head.” 

‘The man’s eyes rolled back in 
their sockets and he collapsed. 
The nurse spoke loudly. ‘Sir, 
what’s your name?” He mum- 
bled something. “What year is 
it?’ she asked. “Four.” “‘Is_ it 
1980, sir?” “Four.” 

The nurse stood up. “Take 
him to the acute side,” she said 
to the orderly, and, to no one in 
particular, “I know him, he’s an 
old trumpet player .... What 
was I doing? Oh, yeah, I gotta 
make plans to transport the 
body.” 

‘The man in the blue sock who 
had come in at 9:05 was pro- 
nounced dead at 10:25. He was 
51 vears old, a kitchen worker at 
Joseph’s Restaurant on New- 
bury Street. His wife and son ar- 
rived about the same time the 
arrest team quit, and the psy- 
chiatric nurse on duty took them 
into a private room to break the 
news.

John Rossetti was getting 
ready to call it a night when Jim 
Perkins, the social worker, came 
up to him. “I traced the lost guy 
to the Laconia State School, but 
they can’t come get him till to- 
morrow. You better talk to 
them.” 

Rossetti got on the phone, and 
after a look over his shoulder to 
see who was in earshot, said, “I 
can let him stay tonight. I’m not 
supposed to do that, but it’s kind 
of slow tonight. But you have to 
pick him up early in the morn- 
ing.” 

Perkins turned to an orderly: 
.“Take James from New Hamp- 
shire into Room 5. Be careful, 
he’s sleeping.”

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Digging the graveyard shift :

Most of us probably picture Boston as a sleepy city that wakes up 
more or less with the sun. The shopkeepers pull back the gates, the 
professionals pile on the subways with Crest on their breath, and the 
children down their Fruit Loops and rush off to the bus stop. 

Most of us are wrong. The city does not wake up with Barbara Wal- 
ters. It has been up all night, kept awake by those who work the 
graveyard shift from midnight to dawn. These are people who are out 
of syne with the general population: they wake up at the crack of 





dusk, catch a bit of Johnny Carson before heading to work, eat din- 
ner watching Good Morning America and get the mail just before 
bedtime. They work while the rest of Boston sleeps, and sleep when 
everyone else is driving around, phoning each other and having 
executive lunches. Recently I spent a late night around Boston 
checking out people who work all night in an attempt to find out who 
was up, what they were doing, and if they were digging the grave- 
yard shift. 


BRUCE BLAMIRE and PHIL HEWITT 


Projectionists at the Capri, an all-night pornographic movie 
house in the Combat Zone 


It’s kinda strange really — I mean what else can you say, it’s 
strange. We mostly get a lot of drunks comin’ in and falling asleep. 
But it’s quiet, they don’t cause any trouble and at peak time, around nana 
two o’clock, there are only about 15 people in the whole theater, so it 
never gets busy or hectic. It’s an easy job, though, it pays good and 
it’s really just the same as showing Westerns, except at the end. 
People never clap at the end, they usually just get up and stagger out. 
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BROTHER BLUE and ERIC JACKSON 
Late-night ‘‘communicators’’ on WBCN 


Brother Blue: Nighttime is magic time; it’s truth time. It’s the time 
for telegrams — soul to soul. When I’m on the radio late at night I 
speak beauty into the darkness, for under the cover of night, the 
people can hear me better because I speak about things you ce inot 
see with your natural eyes. All through the night I speak - the 
dreamin’ spirits of the soul and I tell stories to people who are 1g 
into sleep so they can ride a ship of beauty into their dreams. I want 
to-speak stars at night. 


Eric Jackson: Late at night the helter-skelter of the daytime is 
gone and you can feel the peace of the night. In the daytime people 
are cleaning their house, they're shopping in stores, riding in cars — 
they listen to the radio as sort of background music, but at night their 
minds are more receptive. When it’s late you don’t want the same old 
nonsense, you want something special. Daytime radio keeps you 
company, nighttime radio talks to you. 





JIMMY WALSH 
Air traffic controller at Logan Airport 


Nobody likes the midnight-to-eight shift. It’s tough to get acclim- 
ated to it. You go home after work and you can’t get a good day's 
sleep. Telephones ring, the doorbell buzzes, insurance agents are 
calling, the kids are screamin’, pulling each other’s hair, banging 
balls against the side of the house, the mailman — all that stuff. I'll 
tell you, it’s hard”to sleep. 

How is it up here in the tower late at night? In a word it’s monoton- 
ous, I mean it really gets boring sometimes. But at least, late at 
night, vou don’t have the management people in your way, screwing 
up vour operation as it were. Sure we have one of the most spectacu- 
lar views of Boston, but after a while you get used to it, and I've been 
here 28 vears. Besides, by 4 a.m. in the morning, all you're looking at 
is your watch anyway. From midnight to eight it’s dull up here, no 
kidding. - ‘ 
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BARRY O’TOOLE 
Nightwatchman at a large industrial plant in Boston 


Working nights really screwed up my social life. I even lost my girl- 
friend — nobody wants to go out for breakfast, you know what I 
mean? Basically, though, I just sit in this booth alone all night. Most 
of the time I just practice saxophone and watch a little television. It 
took a couple of weeks to get used to the hours, but now I’m really ad- 
justed. Maybe too adjusted. A couple of Saturdays ago, I had to do 
something during the day so I got up around noon. As soon as | step- 
ped outside, my eyes went nuts and I felt nauseous — I had to go 
back to bed for a few hours. It’s a good job, though, mainly because 
you get a lot of time to yourself — I mean no one’s around. But I'll tell 
you, sometimes around five in the morning, you get lonely. 









MAURICE “MOE” FUOCO 
All-night representative, Mayor’s Office of Public Service, and 
unofficial ‘‘Night Mayor’’ of Boston 


At night this is my city. I can do anything at night, I have all the 
power. If a traffic light is out, if there is a water-main break, if the 
heat goes off — any kind of disaster, I know how to handle it. I’m def- 
initely a night person, so I enjoy sitting here from 1 a.m. till 9a.m. in 
front of the phones, listening to the troubles and complaints of the 
city. I even follow the all-night talk shows to get an idea as to what is 
going on in the city. In fact I personally know all the talkmasters — 
Larry Glick, Howard Nelson, all those guys, and if there’s any trouble 
in the city at night, they always refer people to the Night Mayor — 
Moe Fuoco, 725-4000. I take so many calls that I even got my own 
talk show of sorts, everybody calls here — Hortense the Social Work- 
er, the Chop Liver Queen, Ida from Chelsea, Susan the Atheist, kids 
from Quincy . . . I talk on the phone all night to people about any- 
thing — how to get a birth certificate, who their congressnian is, 
where to cash a Social Security check — personal problems too. It’s a 
fact: I run the city at night. 

It’s a thankless job, though. I could do fantastic things in the mid- 
dle of the night, and no one would ever hear about it. Once in a while 
the mayor, the daytime mayor that is, will call up to relay a thank- 
you from somebody. “Kevin,” I say, “I got a trunkload of thank- 
yous.” I could never work here during the day, too many bosses and 
women around. At night I’ve got the city of Boston in the palm of my 
hand. I’m the unsung hero of City Hall. 














JOHN REAGEN 


All-night guard inside the Sumner Tunnel 


I’m not a night person, I’m a day person. I work nights so I can en- 
joy the days — spend them with the kids. When you work all night, 
evervthing seems backwards at first, but you change your rhythm. 
There’s no reason why you can’t have steak and potatoes in the morn- 
ing instead of coffee and donuts. 

You really can’t tell whether it’s night or day in the tunnel, but you 
can feel it. The tunnel has its own rhythm just like the ocean. It gets 
quieter and quieter until around 4 a.m., when there are a few min- 
utes when there isn’t a car in the tunnel. . . I like to think of it as sort 
of a slack tide because it soon picks up again, and by 6 a.m. it's roar- 
ing. 

This isn’t a bad job. In the winter when I enter the tunnel it’s like 
going into a deep freeze, but in the summer it’s nice. If it looks like 
it’s going to be a nice day, I pick the kids up after work in the morn- 
ing and we head for the beach. While the kids play, I lie down and 
sleep. You can’t do that if you got a day job. 








GEORGE FENNEL 


All-night television announcer 





I’m avampire. I just can’t stand the sun, so I love to work at night. 
There's a good group out there who stay up all night watching televi- 
sion; its a mixed crowd — students, workers, old people, unem- 
ploved....I feel Il know them, because I take calls while the movies 
are showing. All-night TV is more intimate, more personal. It’s very 
informal too, my stuff is never scripted, for example, and the timing 
doesn’t have to be down to the second, like daytime television. The 
show ts still very much of an underground operation, it’s completely 
against the standard procedure of televisian. My audience has never 
seen me — to them I’m a fantasy, a mystery. I’m not doing normal 
things. I work abnormal hours for abnormal people. I don't think I 
could ever work a day job, I can’t sleep at night. On my days off, I 
stay up and watch TV.
